Pennsylvania Supreme Court. 
Pittsburg,

12.— Philadelphia 
county’s appeal from an injunction re­ 
cently granted the Pennsylv ania rail­ 
road by the common pleas court of 
Pennsylv ania declaring the Dunsmore 
two-cent fare law' unconstitutional and 
confiscatory was argued yesterday be­ 
fore the suprem e court of Pennsylv a­ 
nia sitting in this city. 
The outcome of the argum ent, which 
was concluded late in the afternoon, 
is of v ery great importance and the 
case attracted many prominent mem­ 
bers of the bar. City Solicitor Gendell 
made the principal argum ent for the 
state. 
He defined the pow'ers of the 
legislature and its authority regarding 
the incorporating and regulating of 
corporations within the state. 
Con­ 
cerning the confiscatory question, one 
which the railroad company raised, he 
asserted 
if the company's 
receipts 
from all sources should become so low' 
because of a legislativ e act that there 
wras no return to an inv estor, the act 
would be confiscatory. 
“Since the railroad had put into op­ 
eration the 
1,000 mileage book good 
for the bearer,” said the attorney, “its 
mileage has increased 56,000,000 ov er 
the corresponding period of prev ious 
years.” 
The case of the railroad as summed 
up by John G. Johnson is that the 
railroad has the v ested right to fix 


rates; that it has done nothing to 
make this right rev ocable by the legis 
iature; that the two-cent rate bill is 
not a v alid exercise of any right which 
the legislature may possess; that its 
enforcement will amount to the confis­ 
cation of property, and that the act is 
an attem pt to interfere with interstate 
commerce.

ly dealt, faro is the fairest of all 
gamb ling games, b ut it is intricate and 
may hide much knavery. 
When the 


game is crooked it is fatal, for out of 
the ingenuity of generations of card 
sharks there have b een evolved a multi­ 
tude of devices with w hich to fleece the 
unsuspecting. 
These are so carefully 
masked that none b ut the initiated may 
know them, while the freemasonry of 
the craft is strong and discovery un­ 
usual. 
Instead of using a familiar arrange­ 
ment like the “needl£ -tell,” wherein an 
invisib le 
needle 
pricks 
the dealer’s 
thumb , thus signaling the presence of 
certain cards, the Bronco Kid had de­ 
termined to use the “sand-tell.” 
In 
other 
words, 
he 
would 
employ 
a 
“straight b ox ,” b ut a deck of cards, 
certain ones of which had b een rough­ 
ened or sandpapered slightly, so that, 
b y pressing more heavily on the* top 
or ex posed card, the one b eneath would 
stick to its neighb or ab ove and thus 
enab le him to deal two with one mo­ 
tion if the occasion demanded. 
This 
roughness would likewise enab le him 
to detect the hidden presence of a 
mark (Ml card b y the faintest scratching 
sound when he dealt. 
In this manipu­ 
lation it would b e necessary also to 
shave the edges of some of the paste­ 
b oards a trifle, so that when the deck 
was forced firmly against one side of tlie 
b ox there would b e ex posed a fraction 
of the small figure in the left hand 
corner of the concealed cards. 
Long 
practice in tlie art of jugglery lends 
such proficiency as t > b affle discovery 
and rob the game of its uncertainty as 
surely as the player is rob b ed of his 
money. 
It is, of course, vital that the 
confederate case keeper he ab le to in­ 
terpret the dealer’s signs perfectly in 
order to move the sliding ebo ny disks 
to correspond, else troub le will accrue 
at the completion of the hand when 
the eases come out wrong. 
Having completed his instructions, i 
the proprietor went forward, and (’b er­ 
ry wormed her w ay toward the roulette 
wheel. £ he w ished to watch Glenister, 
b ut could not get near him b ecause of 
the crowd. 
The men would not make 
room for her. 
Every eye was glued 
upon 
the tab le as though 
salvation 
lurked in Its rows of red and b lack. 
They were {tacked b ehind it until the 
croupier had b arely room to spin the 
b all, and although he forced them b ack, 
they pressed forward again inch b y 
inch, draw n b y the song of the ivory, ‘ 
drunk with its worship, mnddcifcd b y 
the b reath of Chance.

The money which it is alleged that 
Fisher owes the county was tax es col­ 
lected in 1903 and interest on the 
school fund which he failed to turn 
over to Morlock, his successor in of­ 
fice. 
The county commissioners arc 4 now 
taking steps to collect this money b y 
suit. 
Fisher asserts he paid the mon­ 
ey to the county in a general way and 
failed to receive proper credjt. 
The 
commissioners allege that there is no 
evidence that Fisher ever paid the 
money to his successor in office. Fish­ 
er says he is not indeb ted to the coun­ 
ty, and will fight the case. 
The affairs of ex -Treasurer Morlock 
seem to indicate that he invested mon­ 
ey b elonging to the county in city real 
estate and farm land with the hope of 
repaying the money during his official 
term out of rents and profits of the 
property, b ut, his death last Feb ruary

Success of Experim ent W ith Herd I m ­ 
ported From Burm a. 
A herd of Burmese sacred cattle 
wrhich Tom O’Connor, 
a stockman of 
Goliad, 
Tex ., 
imported 
from 
India 
about two years ago have done so well 
that thef variety w ill soon be found up­ 
on many of the ranches of southwest 
Tex as, says the 
Kansas City Star. 
They were 
brought to the 
United 
States with the idea that they could 
be used to advantage in improving the 
breed of the native cattle. 
A. P. Borden of Pierce. Tex ., and 
other representative cattlemen of the 
gtilf region made a study of the Bur­ 
mese sacred cattle I11 India before t lie 
ex periment of bringing them over here 
was made. 
It was found in these in­ 
vestigations that the Burmese cattle 
were not subject to the splenetic, or 
“tick,” fever, which is the bane of the 
cattle of southern Tex as, particularly 
when introducing stocks from “above 
the line.” 
As a beef animal the claim is made 
that the Burmese are the equal of any 
of the breeds of cattle commonly found 
upon the ranches. 
They fatten easily, 
and their flesh 
is of good quality. 
When crossed with other breeds tlu> 
result is an improved animal both as 
to standard of weight and other im 
portant qualities, it is claimed. 


Silver Slippers at W eddings. 
“Silver slippers and rose petals are 
taking the place of rice at all fashion­ 
able weddings,” said a clergyman to 
a reporter of the Philadelphia Bulletin.

Addressing a meeting 
in connection with the Hackney Theo­ 
logical college on the subject of the 
immortality of the soul, he said the 
first simple, important truth that must 
be insisted upon was the commonplace 
fact that there is nothing immortal or 
persistent about the body ex cept the 
material atom s of which it is com­ 
posed.

fortunately taught by at

great branch of the Christian church. 
Christianity, he added, emphasizes 
the material aspect of religion, its be­ 
lief in bodily resurrection being based 
on the idea that every real ex istence 
must have a double aspect; hence it 
supplemented the idea of the survival 
of the discarnate spirit as a homeless 
w anderer or melancholy ghost, with 
the 
warm, 
comfortable 
clothing of 
something that could legitimately be 
described as a body. 
Having thus disposed of the theory 
of reincarnation. Sir Oliver dwelt upon 
human ignorance respecting the con­ 
trolling entity called life, soul and oth­ 
er names. Nobody knew' what it was. 
but common sense rebelled against it 
being nothing. No genuine science had 
presumed to declare it a purely imagi­ 
nary nonentity. 
No really ex isting thing perished. 
It 
only 'changed its form. 
Science show- 
ed this clearly enough concerning m at­ 
ter and energy, and it must so also re­ 
gard mind, consciousness, will, mem­ 
ory, love, adofation and all the other 
manifold activities which strangely in­ 
teract with m atter and appeal to the 
bodily senses. 
They were not nothing 
and would never vanish into nothing­ 
ness. 
They did not arise with us. 
They 
never sprang suddenly into being from 
previous nonex istence. 
They were as 
eternal 
as 
the 
Godhead 
itself and 
would in eternal being endure forever.

the loops must be free when the out­ 
side edges of net and lawn are cut 
away. 
Then cut away the lawn from all the 
spaces, leaving plain net ex posed. Cut 
up close to the outlining thread, but 
be very careful not to snip the meshes 
of the net. 
At this stage any veins th at the pat­ 
tern may require should be put in. 
This is done by simply making a long 
stitch down the middle of the leaf w ith 
the fine cotton and overcasting it two 
or three times to give a twisted ap­ 
pearance. 
Nex t the little spots which are m ark­ 
ed at intervals on the pattern by black 
rings should be made by working a 
complete circle in buttonhole stitch 
into one mesh of the lace not. 
Certain spaces of the pattern are 
marked with a cross. 
These spaces 
are to bo filled up with some of the 
ordinary lace stitrbos, well known to 
am ateur lace w orkers. 
This should be 
done very loosely, as if the thread is 
thrown tight the lace will not be fiat. 
All the m arked spaces being filled 
with one or more of the lace stitches, 
cut aw ay from the edge of the pattern 
both net and lawn, leaving the little 
loops to foim a dainty edging. 
The finished work should be placed 
under a dam p cloth and pressed with 
a warm iron.

Recipes For Pears. 
W e often let pears go to waste when 
not choice enough of Jex « ure and flavor 
to be eaten raw. 
They may be made 
into good pear m arm alade heightened 
with lemon. 
This is nice for cake fill­ 
ing and little tarts during the whiter. 
Pears may be dried and used in all 
sorts of boiled puddings, instead of 
part of the raisins and currants th at 
such recipes call for, and also they 
can be used in dark fruit gingerbreads 
and raised bread cakes. 
Tears may be m ade into dessert frit­ 
ters. 
To do this have them cut in 
quarters, if of moderate size, or else in 
long slices. 
Make a batter by beating 
the yolks of two eggs and diluting 
them with half a cupful of water, 
adding gradually. 
Into this stir by 
degrees a cupful of flour into which 
has been sifted a teaspoon fill each of 
salt and fine sugar. 
Season with a 
tablespoonful 
each 
of 
brandy 
and 
sirup from preserved ginger. 
Let this 
stand for two hours and do not cut 
the pears until nearly the tim e to use 
them. 
W hen ready to dip the slices 
and fry, beat the whites of the two 
eggs very stiff and add to the batter. 
Cover each quarter and fry in deep 
frying basket in hot clear fat. 
The 
sauce m ust be m ade from more ginger 
sirup, a little brandy and lemon rind 
and juice thickened with cornstarch. 
The proportions are two teaspoonfuls 
of cornstarch wet in cold water, so 
th at it can be poured into a quarter of 
a cupful of ginger sirup and brandy 
each, and two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice. 
Cook this for five minutes be­ 
fore adding to it a table^poonful of 
b utte r,^ little of the ginger cut fine— 
about one-fourth of a cupful—and a

This lace, which is most effective for 
the outlay of time and money required, 
comes in two distinct varieties—ap­ 
plique and guipure. 
The former is a 
design of muslin appliqued on net, the 
net being filled in at intervals with 
embroidery stitches. 
The guipure lace 
is without a net foundation, but is 
worked on the muslin alone. 
Some­ 
times the two styles are combined In 
one piece. 
The materials required are a sheer, 
rather firm lawn, Carrickmacross lace 
net and tw o sizes of Carrickmacross 
crochet thread, which comes in Nos. 
50, SO, 150 and 200. 
Designs ready 
stamped come on a stiff glazed white 
cambric. 
Baste the net and lawn very smooth­ 
ly over the cambric foundation. 
Tack 
not only 
0 1 1 the edges, but in the center 
also, so that there will be no creases 
and the pattern cannot possibly slip. 
Then outline the design, which shows 
very clearly through both net and 
lawn, with 80 cotton, whipping it 
0 1 1 
with 200 cotton. 
Guide the coarse 
thread with the left hand over every* 
line of the pattern and overhand with 
the fine, as shown in the diagram, tak ­ 
ing great care to catch both net and 
lawn.
